THE TRAGEDY. 


THk Writer ſets out by a Preface, in which he ſays, That he 

doubts not if the French ſhould Land in Britain, and gain 
any advantages, they wont be able to keep on: That he truſts 
the Spirit of Britons, under God, will decide their fate. He 
next obſerves, what a bleſſed Coultitition doe have : but ſays, 
c under the mildeſt and wiſeſt Government, there are ſome who 
are Bankrupts in Character and Reputation as well as in Fortune, 


(theſe are his words I aſſure you) always .cager to ſubvert the 
eſtabliſhment of Church and State with a view of enriching 


themſelves by Plunder.” And this you know, is the fame as 1 


told you in ſome of my firſt works. 


He ſays, that in the original account publiſhed in Germany, 


the names of the poor ſufferers, were mentioned, but that would 
be uſeleſs here. 


He ſays alſo, that in relating ſome of the horrid acts of the 


French, he has endeavoured to write them in ſuch terms as not 


to offend modeſl and decent people; and then he begins thus: 


THE FRENCH CROSS'D THE RHINE 


ER the 24th of June, 1796 ; and in 'a month after a Conven- 
tion, or written Agreement was figned, by which the peo- 


ple in the various Pariſhes was promiſed faithful protection by 


the French; in conſideration of giving them { 1,767,119 ſterling. 
This great contribution conſiſted of a large ſum of Money, toge- 
ther with a number of Horſes and Oxen, a vaſt quantity of 
Wheat, Oars, and Hay, and 175,000 pairs of Shoes. While 
heſe Contributions were raifing, the French Generals iſſued 
roclamations, aſſuring the People, that their Religion, Property, 
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Perſons, Laws, &c. ſhould be reſpected and preſerved from al 
| violation, But it will be ſeen that this was onl

O put the unſuſpecting Germans off their guard, ſo that they 
might be more ſure of ſucceſs : for the French were after- 
wards guilty of crimes too horrible to be believed, had they not 
been ſworn to upon oath, and maintained by men of the beſt 
character for honour and truth. The recollection of French 
crimes and cruelties can never be done away from the minds of 
the Germans, and the melancholy Story will be handed down 
from generation to generation, to the everlaſting diſgrace of the 
ſelf-named Great Nation. 

He then ſays, «TI thall think my trouble amply rewarded, 
ſhould the reader feel that the enemies of our country would ne- 
ver have been degraded to the loweſt ſtage of brutality and in- 
humanity, if the revolution had not extinguiſhed in them the laſt 
ſparks of religion and of virtue; and I ſhall be ſatisfied, if the 
peruſal of theſe ſtcets induce my fellow ſubjects to exclaim with 
enthuſiaſm, © Gop preferve our Religion, our Country, our Cen- 
flitution, our Sovereign, and our Fidelity 

He ſays further, at the cloſe of July, 1796, (when the Con- 
vention was figned) and when the French advanced into the 

German territory, they were received by the people as a ſet of 
Demi-Gods, who were come to deliver them from all their ima» 
ginary ſufferings. 

ALTOREF was the firſt town they entered. Here General 
Ferino regardleſs of the great ſacrifice they had made for pro- 
teCtion, and regardleſs of his own proclamation, required 300l. 

for himſelf and his officers; and General Terreau extorted 1251. 
from five ſmall Villages; while General Stouhlen impoſed the 
moſt exorbitant contributions of victuals and cloaths. This op- 
preflive and ſcandalous conduct, ſo enraged the country people 


that they took up arms (alas! when it was too late) to defend 
themſelves. —Soon after this 


ED A BATTLE 
V AS fought at Altorf, between 2400 Germans, and 10,000 
| French, the French had the beſt of it; though the Ger- 
mans behaved like Britons ; retiring, and ſtreet- firing, with great 
effect all through the town of Altorf, After this engagement it 
Was as though hell had broke looſe. The Abbey and the houſes 
were pillaged, from the garrats to the cellars; every article that 
was portable was carried away; and every one who refuſed to 
give the French ſoldiers the ſhirt from his back, was cruslly - 

eaten, or maimed with a broad ſword. Under pretence of 
ſcarching for hidden treaſure, they tore up the chamber floors, 
dug up the cellars, turn'd over the contents of the privies, and 
committed enormities roo horrid to mention. One loaded wag- 
r followed another, iu carrying away the plunder; and after 

ve ſorrowful days, the houſes were left with bare walls and 
broken furniture. In ſhort, if hell had actually broke looſe, 
greater enormitics could not have been committed.

PEAS 
POVERTY | 
Of the humbleſt kind, appearances the moſt wretched, was no 

protection: for beggars were iripp'd of their raps, er the 
number of thoſe who were left without a ſhirt upon their backs 
was hardly to be counted. Grey hairs and liſping infancy, 
the fick, the dying, and even women in labour, were all alike ex- 
poſed to the moſt inhuman treatment, and were dragged from 
their beds, kicked about and frequently wounded, under the pre- 
tence that they were the keepers of concealed treaſure. 


THE WOMEN AND CHILDREN, 


WIO attempted to eſcape, were purſued, plundered, 2d vio- 
lated; and girls from ten to twelve years of age were de- 


prived of their innocence and health by theſe republican. barba- 
rians. Neither age nor infirmity, nor yet the moſt offenſive dif. 
orders, were able to {et bounds to their more than brutal luſt ; 
and ten, twelve, and even twenty of theſe depraved wretches are 
known fucceffively to have gratified their paſſiaus with the ſame 
object, whilſt their ſhameleſs colleagues either kept g guard at the 
door, or held loaded piſtols and fixed bayonets at the head of the 
unhappy ſufferer. Even in the infirmary near Weingarten did 
theſe cannibals commit the ſame horrid crimes aud outrage, on 
perſons ſuffering undeg the moſt diiguſting maladies, and ſuch as 
prevent them from communication with the reſt of mankind. — 
But delicacy forms no part of the French republican; for at Hei- 
denheim they uſed as ſpits for their meat the iron ſpikes upon 
which they had found the heads of ſome lately executed malefac- 
tors, and made their fire with the wheels upon which the corpſes 
had been expoſed. Even the bodies of young women, who had 
expired under their barbarity, and of women who but a few hours 
before had been in labour, were made uſe of to ſatisfy the infer- 
nal luſt of theſe monſters in human ſhape, degraded far beneath 
the beaſts of the field. With menaces of ſlaughter, with blows, 
with unſheathed ſabres, and with loaded muikets, they enforced 
univerial ſubmiſſion; and dreadfu! was their revenge when their 
I were reſiſted. Whilſt they were plundering, deſtroy- 
ng, diſhonouring, and committing ſuch exceſſes as humanity 
Mudder to relate, at the village of Ingoldingen, from the ſecond 
to the fourth of Occober, ſix or eight volunteers ruſhed into the 


houſe of 
JACOB FURST, 


A Farmer, whoſe wife they ill- treated, and threatened with in- 
{tant death if ſhe refuſed to conſent to their deſires; but that 
reſolute: woman declaring that {he had rather meet death than 
4:ſhonour, attacked the ruffians, and, aſſiſted by her huſband, 
who fortunately game in, drove them out of the houſe. Deter- 
mined however to revenge themſelves, they ſet fire to the dwell. 
ing, which, with the forniture, granary, and every thing but the 
cartic, became a prey to the flames. Three other houſes met a 
4.04445 fate, and the damages ſuſtained by this and an adjoining

village amounted, in contributions and in loſſes by plunder and 
conflagration, to the ſum of 44524 boring, or above ( 4000 
ſterling,” 

Not a trace of decency, not the leaſt regard to religion and 
its cuſtoms, appeared in the conduct of the French ſoldiery. In 
the churches they rifled the ſacrifice, trampled the hoſt under 
foot, carried away the communion plate and robes of the 
prieſts, deſtroyed the crucifixes and other images, and treated 
with ignominy every thing that is deemed holy by the catholic

WS ſtripped of its ornament, and the miniſter completely 

pillaged, they placed upon the altar the figure of Satan, 
which they ad taken from the reprefentation of the Redeemer 
tempted in the deſert; and in another village they placed a cru- 
cifix before the fire, and, amidſt ſhouts of moſt indecent mirth, 
turned it round like meat roaſting upon a ſpit, whilſt the grey- 
headed miniſter of the pariſh, at the venerable age of 83, was not 
only plundered and inſulted, but ſeverely beaten, as a reward 
for the hoſpitality with ek he had received them. And in- 
deed it ought not to be forgotten, that, with very few exceptions, 
the moſt brutal actions and the greateſt exceſles were committed 
in the houſes of thoſe, who, by meeting their wiſhes, or 
being ready in execution of their orders, endeayoured to diſarm 
their ferocity, and ſecure protection and tranquillity.

RE capable of; and let this ſtir us up to be careful to improve 
in piety and goodnefs, that we ourſelves may never, under 
the like circumſtances, debaſe human nature in the way the 
French did; and may our public ſpirit founded on true princi- 
ples be unconquerable; and may our Wives and Daughters, like 
poor Jacob Furſt's wife, rather riſque inſtant death than give up 
themfelves to ſuch brutality. 

Ns UBRONN,—lIn this village, fix riflemen impoſed a contri- 
bution of 300 florins, or about 271. ſterling, pillaged ſeveral 
houſes, and ſo ill-treated ſuch as endeavoured to protect their 
property, and to reſiſt the infults offered to their wives and 
daughters, that many honeſt and induſtrious labourers were re- 

duced to the greateſt diſtreſs.” 
If the rough and barbarous manner in which theſe wk 
ruthans extorted what they wanted, excited terror and deteſtation}

their intemperance gave riſe to an equal degree of aſtoniſhment ; 
for two Frenchmen would devour at a meal as much as would 
ſerve three hard-working Germans during three or four days; 
and between the hours of two and nine, they would frequently 
have three complete meals, which they generally moiſtened with 
whole rivers of wine, plentifully ſweetened with ſugar, and 
uſually ſtrengthened with cherry-brandy.”

| A BRAVE FELLOW | 

WHO had aſſiſted in driving ſome of the plunderers out of 

the village he inhavited, was afterwards recognized and 
ſhot ; as were two farmers in another village, whilſt endeavour- 
ing to prevent their doors from being broke open. A ſervant at 
the hoſpital of Pfullendorf, who ſerved as guide to a dragoon, 
was ſhot by the blood-thirſty villain without any provocation, 
and ſo grievouſly wounded, that he ſhortly after expired. Two 
labourers and a ſhoe-maker were murdered in another place by 
ſome of the ſtraggling ſoldiers, for attempting to prevent ſome 
atrocious action, and for threatening to ring the alarm bell, 


A POOR WOMAN, SIXTY YEARS OF AGE, 
WI O was gleaning in 2 field, was forcibly thrown down by 
| one of the republican barbarians, and menaced with death 
if ſhe did not yield to his brutal defires, whilſt another ſtood with 
his bayonet at the breaſt of her aged huſband, and forced him to 
be witneſs of his wife's diſhonour. A church was broke open 
and plundered, and the miniſter's houſe compleatly rifled, under 
the eyes of General Moreau himfelf, who, to the lamentations of 
the ' ſufferer, contemptuouſly ſaid, „I cannot prevent it”—and 
quietly betook himſelf to his favourite cherry-brandy, in which 
he indulged himſelf to exceſs, like the meaneſt of his ſoldiers. 
Out of the many inſtances of fraud committed by the com- 
miflaries, we will mention one, which in ſeveral reſpects is not a 
little ftriking. One evening two of theſe harpies required 
the delivery of 3000 pounds weight of beef upon the following

| THE BUTCHER 

CUSPECTING it to be a ſcheme to extort money, applied to an 

officer upon the ſtat, ho immediately agreed in opinion with 

the butchers, and gave them a note to the commanding officer, 
who expreſſed the ſame opinion, but added, «It is not in my 
power to protect you againit theſe blood-ſuckers, and I muſk 
therefore adviſe you to comply with their demands.” They fol- 
lowed his advice, were employed the whole night in ſlaughtering 
their beaſts, and were told the next day that the meat was not 
wanted. At ip" | | | 
At WaLDsEt, there were a number of French priſoners, wha 
, when they heard that the whole French army had croſſed the 
Rhine, their outrageous joy knew no bounds, They inſulted 
Abc inhabitants in the grolleſt terms, repaid the bindneſſes they 
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had received with inſolence; and even witli blows, began 
to pillage the houſes of the peaſantry, robbed the gardens 
around the town, laid waſte the corn fields, endeavoured 
forcibly to diſhonour women and children, and by numerous ex- 
ceſſes abuſed the kind and noble manner in which they had been 


treated by the Auſtrians. And while the commanding officer 


was endeavouring to perſuade the magiſtrates that the inhabitants 


ſhould enjoy the moſt perfect ſecurity both in perſon and property, 
his ſoldiers forcibly entered the ſhops and carried away what'they 


thought · proper. The oflicers indeed ordered the gods to be re- 
ſtored, and appointed a non-commiſhoned officer to execute his 
commands, but only a fcw trifltng articles were returned, and the 


non-commiſſioned officer publicly divided the reſt of the ſpoil 
amongſt his comrades, not failing to take due care of himſelf. 
Reeling with wine and loaded with plunder, they quitted Waldſee 
in the evening, and were next morning ſucceeded by another 
detachment, five of whom haſtened to a chapel, which they broke 
open, and pillaged of the communion plate; after which they 
proceeded.to a neighbouring village, plundered ſeveral houſes, 
and fired 15 times at one Beckhinger, a miller, who defended 
his property like an hero, and who, without himſelf being wound- 
ed, thot one of the robbers dead on the ſpot, broke the leg of 
another, and put the reſt to flight. In the mean time thoſe. in 
the town revelled in abundance, took the watches from the pock- 
ets of the inhabitants, and under pretence of paying in money 
for what they wanted, forced the tradeſmen to open their ſhops, 


took what articles they choſe, and paid for them in mandats and 
- allignats. 


THE POOREST MARKET FOLKS . 
W ERE ſtop'd upon the road, and robbed even to the ſhoes on 


their feet. Not ſatisfied with che common fare of the 
country, theſe pretended champions of liberty and equality de- 
manded large ſupplies of fiſh, butter, cheeſe, and fruit, after every 
meal; and if they were not inſtantly produced, they fell upon 
the landlord and ſervants, beat them, and threatened them with 
death, and finiſhed by plundering the kitchen, pantry; and cellars; 
and ſuch was their wilful waſte of fodder, that in this ſingle day 
ſeveral farmers were deprived of their whole proviſion for. the 
winter. | 
THE FLYING HOSPITALS, 
| AL became another ſcourge and ſource of oppreſſion to the 
town of Waldſee, from the quantity of drugs, wine, vinegar, 
ſhirts, cloth, and lint, which were conſtantly put in requiſition, 


and by which the ſick and wounded ſoldiers were little benefited; 


for the officers of health, who were as ſhameleſs. cheats as the 
commiſſaries, ſoid the greateſt. part of the wine, cauſed ſhirts for 
themſelves, and ſhifts tor their wives and miſtreſſes, to be made 
out of the cloth, and. frequently took money inſtead of the drugs 
moſt requiſite, ſuffering the fick and wounded to recover as they 
could They even carried their humanity to their own coun- 
trymen ſo far, that during a day's halt at Waldſee,

WVIIXE not once taken out of the waggons, but were forced 
to remain there throughout the day, unattended, and ex- 
poſed to the burning heat of the ſun. 

At length upon the 28th of September, zhe advanced guard of 
Ferino's column again marched into Waldfee, and was quickly 
ſucceeded by the main body of the army. The houſes were now 
crowded with ſoldiers, who committed every ſpecies of exceſs, 
and were even more fierce and malicious than before. Under 
pretence tht they had been robbed of their arms or baggage, 
they extorted from the innocent landlords and ſervants allow- 
ances, in money, ill treated fuch as did not inſtantly comply, 
carried away all the furniture that was portable, wantonly de- 
ſtroyed the corn in the barns and fields, rifled and wholly ſtripped 
ſeveral habitations, and ditplayed the extreme of their infernal 
wickedneſs and malevolence, by piling up all the bread they could 
find. and fetting it on fire, a although they knew that the poor 
ruined inhabitants were in the greateſt want of that moſt neceſ- 
ſary article of ſupport.
